Pittsbu rg, Oct. 18. — This is cele­ 
bration day here. 
The victory of the 
Pirates over the Tigers is, by general 
consent to cu lminate in a grand street 
parade tonight. 
Mayor Magee sanc­ 
tioned the celebration by issu ing a 
proclamation calling on the athletic 
clu bs and civic organizations to get in 
line down town and march to Forbes 
Field. 
The right of the line will be 
taken u p by the victoriou s Pittsbu rg j 
players in u niform. 
Colonel Albert J. Logan of the Eigh­ 
teenth regiment, N. G. P.. has been ap­ 
pointed chief marshal, and he has ap­ 
pointed a large staff of aides. 
At 
Forbes Field a stand has been erected 
in the center of the field, and on it the 
players will be presented with their 
checks by Barney Dreyfu s. 
Mayor 
Magee has invited Presidents John­ 
son, Heydler, Hermann and other lead­ 
ing magnates to be the city’s gu ests. 
“Babe" 
Adams, 
who 
pitched 
three 
ganu s su ccessfu lly for the Pirates, has 
spru ng into fame like a flash. 
The 
“Adams’’ cocktail was invented in his 
honor by a saloon keeper Satu rday, 
and the drink got in its insidiou s work 
as Adams did on the Detroit batters.

Ju dge Gaynor is one of the execu tors 
of the estate of William Ziegler, for­ 
mer head of the baking powder 
trust,
